Since  January  1,  1946,  General  Bliss  has  served  as  Deputy  Surgeon  General, 
General  Kirk  will  retire  from  active  duty. 


General  Bliss  was  born  at  Chelsea,  Massachusetts ,  May  17,  1888.  He  was 
graduated  from  Tufts  College,  Medford,  Massachusetts  in  1910  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and  was  commissioned  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical 
Reserve  Cores  in  September,  1911.  Ho  served  on  active  duty  until  May,  1913, 
when  he  was  commissioned  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
Regular  Army.  Ho  was  graduated  from  the  Army  Medical  School,  Washington,  D.  C 
in  June  1913. 


After  tours  of  duty  at  various  stations  in  the  United  States  and  Hawaii, 
ho  entered  the  Harvard  Medical  School  for  a.  special  course  in  surgery  from 
August  to  December  1920.  Ho  remained  at  Boston  for  further  clinical  study  and 
instruction  at  Harvard  until  Sep  ■comb or  1921.  In  October  of  that  year  he  was 
detailed  to  tho  Veteran’s  Bureau  where  ho  remained  on  duty  in  the  Hospital 
Division  until  1922, 


Subsequent  to  World  War  I,  General  Bliss  served  as  Chief  of  Surgery  at 
Sternberg  General  Hospital,  Manila,  Philippine  Islands,  at  Port  Sam  Houston 
and  at  William  Beaumont  General  Hospital,  El  Paso,  Texas. 

Ho  was  a  military  observer  in  London  from  September  1940  to  January  1941, 
and  became  Surgeon  of  the  Pirst  Army  and  Eastern  Defense  Command  in  1942.  Ho 
was  assigned  as  Chief  of  Operations  in  July  1943  and  Assistant  Surgeon  General 
August  1944  in  the  Office  of  Tho  Surgeon  General,  Washington,  D.  C», 
serving  in  that  capacity  until  his  appointment  as  Deputy  Surgeon  General 
January  1943*  Ho  was  made  Assistant  to  the  Surgeon  General  with  permanent 
grade  of  brigadier  general  in  February  1946.

General  Bliss,  who  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Science  degree  "by 
Tufts  College  in  1943,  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  During 
World  .far  II  he  made  extensive  tours  of  the  Pacific  Areas,  and  later  served 
as  an  observer  at  the  Atom  Bomb  Tost  at  Bikini,  General  Bliss  has  recently 
returned  to  Washington  from  a  two-month  inspection  trip  through  the  European 
and  Mediterranean  areas. 

General  Bliss  has  "been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal,  Logion  of 
Merit,  Drench  Legion  of  Honor,  and  the  Award  of  the  Italian  Crown. 

Brig,  General  Armstrong  was  horn  at  Bedford,  Indiana  on  August  4,  1900. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Indiana  with  a  Bachelor  of  nrts  degree 
in  1922  and  from  tho  same  university  in  1925  with  a  degree  as  Doctor  of 
Modi cine.  Ho  then  entered  military  service  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  the 
Medical  Reserve  Corps,  remaining  on  active  duty  until  he  was  commissioned  a 
first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps,  II.  S.  Array  in  July  1926.  Ho  has  served 
tours  of  duty  in  Army  hospitals  in  "the  United  States,  Hawaii,  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  China,  Ho  has  practiced  general  surgery,  and  was  elected  to 
the  American  Coll ego  of  Surgeons  in  1935, 

After  completing  an  advanced  course  at  the  Medical  Field  Service  School, 
Carlisle  Barracks,  Pennsylvania  in  December  1939,  ho  was  named  assistant  to 
Colonel  Paul  R,  Hawley,  later  Major  General  and  Surgeon  of  the  European  Theater 
and  for  more  than  a  year  was  engaged  in  tho  preparation  of  Medical  Department 
Training  Manuals, 

In  1941  General  Armstrong  attended  a  special  course  at  tho  Command  and 
General  Staff  School,  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  then  returned  to  the  Medical 
Field  Service  School, where  he  "became  Director  of  the  Department  of  Medical 
Administration,  In  April  the  following  year  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Barkley 
Texas,  to  organize  and  operate  a  Medical  and  Administrative  Corps  Officer 
Candidate  School,  Some  8,000  officers  had  "been  graduated  from  this  school  when 
in  August  1943,  he  was  ordered  to  tho  China,  Burma,  India  Theater  of  Operations 
There  he  organized  a  Field  Medical  School  for  Chinese  Army  Medical  officers  at 
Kweilin,  and  in  November  1943  "became  Deputy  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  03 I  Theater, 

Ho  "became  Acting  Chief  Surgeon  of  tho  Theater  in  June  1944  and  later  the  same 
year,  when  the  Theater  was  reorganized  as  the  India-Buma  and  China  Theaters, 
became  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  latter.  Ho  remained  in  that  capacity  until  June 
1S46,  when  ho  returned  to  the  United  States  from  China, 

In  recognition  of  his  overseas  service,  General  Armstrong  was  awarded  the 
Logion  of  Merit  by  the  United  States  and  the  Cloud  and  Banner  and  Legion. of 
Honor  Decorations  by  the  Chinese  Government, 

Ho  was  assigned  to  the  Office  of  Tho  Surgeon  General  upon  his  return  from 
overseas.

JULY  31  HEW  DEADLIHE  FOR  MEDICAL  AHD  DBRTAL  OFFICERS’  APPLICATIONS 

All  officers  and  former  officers  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Corps  of  tho 
Army  will  have  until  tho  end  of  July  to  apply  for  Regular  Army  commissions. 

Extension  of  time  for  applications  for  commissions  from  doctors  and 
dentists  was  granted  as  a  result  of  shortages  in  those  classifications  in  tho 
first  throe  increments  of  tho  Regular  Array  Officer  Integration  Program,  Any 
nodical  or  dental  officer  who  is  now  on  active  duty  or  who  saw  service  with  tho 
Army  during  World  War  II  hostilities  will  bo  eligible  to  submit  his  application 
to  The  Adjutant  General, 

A  similar  extension  of  time  in  which  to  file  applications  for  integration 
has  boon  granted  to  sanitary  and  nodical  administrative  corps  officers  with 
certain  specialties. 

The  classifications  affected  by  the  now  ruling  are  those  with  the 
following  specification  serial  numbers:  bacteriologist  (3307),  biochemist  (3309), 
parasitologist  (3310),  sorologist  (3311),  clinical  laboratory  officer  (3314), 
entomologist  (3315),  nutrition  officer  (3316),  toxicologist  (7316),  industrial 
hygienist  (7430),  sanitary  engineer  (7960),  clinical  psychologist  (2252)  and 
psychiatric  social  worker  (3605), 

The  additional  application  period  was  announced  in  an  effort  to  obtain  more 
medical  candidates  for  Regular  Army  commissions.  The  first  increment  of 
officers  brought  into  the  Army  in  1947  contained  far  below  the  desired  pro¬ 
portion  of  medical  officers. 

Applicants  are  limited  to  officers  now  on  active  duty  and  former  officers 
of  World  War  II  who  are  or  have  been  qualified  in  one  of  tho  above-named 
specialties.  Persons  interested  wore  invited  to  forward  applications  to  Tho 
Adjutant  General,  Attention:  AGSO-R,  Washington  25,  D,  C, ,  or  (in  tho  case  of 
officers  now  on  active  duty)  through  military  channels  to  Tho  Adjutant  General,

The  course  of  instruction  which  is  being  presented  under  the  technical 
supervision  of  She  Air  Surgeon  at  the  AAF  School  of  Aviation  Medicine,  Randolph 
Field,  Texas,  covers  a  study  of  the  fundamentals  of  Aviation  Medicine  with  a 


special  emphasis  placed  on  the  principles  and  practice  of  Medicine  as  applies 
to  Aviation  and  the  efficient  performance  of  the  n 64"  Physical  Examination  for 


Flying. 


Each  graduate  will 


receive  a  certificate  designating  him  an  Aviation 


Medical  Examiner. 


Eligibility  for  the  course  requires  the  applicant  to  be  under  40  years 
of  ago,  moot  minimum  physical  requirements  for  flying,  and  have  an  efficiency 
index  of  4.0  or  above,  and  not  currently  designated  a  Flight  Surgeon  or  Aviation 
Medical  Examiner.  Ho  must  possess  a  real  interest  in  Aviation  Medicine  and  a 
desire  to  become  an  Aviation  Medical  Examiner.  The  physical  examination  may 
bo  obtained  at  most  Army  Air  Force  stations  or  an  examination  by  any  Flight 
Surgeon  or  Aviation  Medical  Examiner  is  accept able. 


The  first  class  will  begin  S  October  and  extend  through  13  December  1947. 
Government  quarters  will  be  available  at  Randolph  Field  for  students  enrolled 
in  the  course.  Facilities  will  not  permit  quarters  for  dependents.

COLONEL  CALDWELL  DISCUSSES  PROBLEM  SOLDIERS 
BSPORE  AMERICAN  PSYCHIATRIC  ASSOCIATION 


The  Problem  Soldier  in  the  Army  was  the  subject  of  a  talk  given  by  Col, 
John  M,  Caldwell,  Jr,,  MC,  before  the  recent  meeting  in  New  York  of  the 
American  Psychiatric  Association, 

"The  problem  soldier  in  the  Army,"  Col,  Caldwell  said,  "might  be  expressed 
as  the  problem  of  the  soldier  as  he  is  enlisted  or  inducted,  the  problem  of 
the  soldier  after  he  is  in  the  Army,  and  the  problem  of  the  soldier  being 
discharged  from  the  Army,  Much  has  boon  said  of  the  soldiers’  difficulty  in 
the  Army  and  something  needs  to  bo  said  of  the  Army’s  difficulties  with  the 
soldier, 


Col,  Caldwell  told  of  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  War’s  Discharge  Review 
Board  in  dealing  with  men  discharged  from  the  service  by  other  than  honorable 
separation,  he  revealed  some  significant  figures  r dating  to  general  prisoners 
in  the  Army  and  discussed  psychiatric  diagnoses. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Army  C-onoral  Classification  Test  Col,  Caldwell  said: 
"The  Army  General  Classification  Test  is  not  strictly  speaking  a  test  of 
intelligence  as  such  but  a  tost  of  the  ability  to  acquire  new  knowledge.  The 
lower  the  Army  General  Classification  Tost  the  more  the  relative  increase  in 
general  prisoners  over  the  general  Army  average  and  the  greater  the  proportion 
of  military  crimes  to  civil  crimes.  As  the  Army  General  Classification  Test 
score  decreases  the  relatively  more  frequent  became  the  crimes  of  assault, 
violation  of  arrest  or  confinement  and  discreditable  conduct  toward  a  superior 
officer.  See  Table  VIII.  On  10  August  1946,  war  Department  Circular  241 
directed  the  discharge  of  soldiers  with  AGOT  of  less  than  70  who  showed  lack  of 
adaptability  to  the  service  and  on  14  February  194-7,  SGO  Circular  23,  quoting 
The  Adjutant  General’s  lottor  of  10  February  1947,  prohibited  the  enlistment  of 
men  with  an  AGCT  of  loss  than  70,” 

In  summarizing  his  papor  Col*  Caldwell  brought  out  tho  following  points: 

(l)  During  World  War  II,  Nourop sychi at ri c  disorders  were  the  cause  of  rejections 
in  12fi  of  all  men  examined  for  military  service,  tho  basis  for  6  to  7y  of  total 
admissions  to  army  hospitals,  and  the  reason  for  49 cp  of  all  separations  for 
mental  or  physical  defects;  (2)  Over  126,000  men  and  women  wore  separated 
administratively  with  honorable  discharges  for  in apt nos s ,  lack  of  adaptability 
or  other  reasons;  (3)  Over  40,000  wore  separated  for  undesirable  habits  and 
traits  of  character  with  other  than  honorable  discharges,  25,000  more  received 
similar  administrative  discharges  for  various  reasons;  (4)  Some  74,000  officers 
and  men  wore  sentenced  by  a  general  court-martial  to  confinement  end  dishonorable 
discharge;  (5)  A  War  Department  Discharge  Review  Board  is  currently  considering 
all  discharges  other  than  honorable  or  dishonorable  with  a  view  to  changing, 
correcting  or  modifying  improper  or  inequitable  discharges  or  dismissals; 

(6)  A  War  Department  Clemency  Board  is  functioning  to  correct  injustices  and 

inconsistences  resulting  from  courts-martial  sentences  and  to  enable  qualified 
and  deserving  prisoners" to  bo  returned  to  duty;  (7)  Amy  Regulations  arc  being 
modified  to  permit  a  greater  variety  and  case  of  administrative  discharges,  and 
Court s*4Inrtial  procedures  are  being  changed  and  improved  in  the  light  of  modern 
thought.

Colonel 
John  M.  Caldwell  is  Chief  of  the  division. 

A  native  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  Colonol  Sitter  was  graduated  from 
Marquette  University  with  3S  and  LED  dogrees  and  in  1933  was  named  a  Diplomutc 
of  the  Rational  Board  of  Medical  Examiners.  His  two-year  internship  was 
completed  in  1S34  at  Columbia  Hospital,  Milwaukee.

in  neuropsychiatry.  Ho  was  Chief  of  the  Neuropsychiatry  Section  at  Sternberg 
General  Hospital,  Manila,  P, Iv  in  1941.  Ho  had  one  year  training  in  psychiatry 
at  St,  Elizabeth's, 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  Colonol  Sitter  was  Neuropsychiatry  Consultant 
to  the  Surgeon  of  USAPPE.  He  was  captured  by  the  Japs  at  Bataan  and  spent 
almost  three  years  -in  Cabana tuan  Prison  Camp.  Ho  was  Chief  of  the  Neuro¬ 
psychiatry  Service  at  Vaughan  General  Hospital  and  ad  so  was  acting  commanding 
officer  until  April  1946,  Later  he  became  Surgeon  (U.S.D.3. )  Northern  Branch 
in  Milwaukee.

Col.  John  M.  Caldwell,  Jr.,  Chief  of  the  Neuropsychiatry  Consultants 
Division  of  The  Surgeon  General's  Office,  conducted  the  Port  Knox  party.  With 
him  were  three  civilian  consultants  in  neuropsychiatry:  Drs,  Bdward  n«  Strockor 
and  Lauren  H.  Smith,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Manfred  Guttmacher,  of  Baltimore. 
Others  in  the  group  included  representatives  of  The  Surgeon  General's  Office 
and  the  Washington,  B.  C. ,  press. 

In  his  report  to  The  Surgeon  General ,  Col,  Caldwell  said,  in  part; 

11  General  Bovine  and  his  staff  are  to  he  congratulated  on  the  excellent 
model  program  instituted  for  Universal  Military  Training. 

"Many  of  the  principles  and  policies  established  at  the  Universal  Military 
Training  project  could  ho  adapted  to  advantage  to  all  basic  training  in  the 
Army;  specifically,  attitudes  of  interest  in  and  consideration  for  the  trainees, 
and  emphasis  on  Information  and  Education  and  the  Chaplains1  programs." 

The  splendid  health  record  achieved  by  the  664  trainees  under  Gon,  Bovine's 
command  since  the  experiment  \1  program  was  activated  last  January  cast’s  into 
the  limelight  the  benofits  of  U.II.T.  which  were  described  in  April  by  Gon*  Kirk. 


At  that  tine  ho  emphasized  that  the  nodical  services  and  facilities  which 
enabled  the  Regular  Amy  of  World  War  II  to  go  through  the  conflict  as  the 
healthiest  Army  in  any  Nation's  history  would  bo  made  available  to  civilian 
youths  accepted  for  poacetino  military  training. 


Although  the  more  than  600  young  soldiers  —  virtually  all  of  then  in 
their  toons  —  came  to  Port  Knox  in  mid-winter,  when  sickness  and  infection 
rates  normally  are  at  their  highest,  sicklist  admissions  have  boon  lower  than 
were  anticipated  and  there  have  boon  no  epidemics. 


"The  U.M.T.  project  at  Port  Knox  is  highly  successful,"  commented  Dr. 
Strockor,  nationally  known  teacher  and  author  and  who  is  prqfossor  of  psychiatry 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  School  of  Medicine,  "and  this  is  duo  in 
large  part  to  the  efficiency  and  enthusiasm  of  General  Bovine  and  his  officers, 
the  generous  allotment  of  cadre  and  the  imagination  which  made  possible  a 
break  from  Amy  traditions. 


"In  translating  the  Port  Knox  experiment  into  a  universal  national  operation, 
it  will  bo  important  to  proservo  the  above  mentioned  practices  and  others,  ns 
soon  as  possible,  largo  numbers  of  regular  ^my  officers  should  be  trained  in 
the  practice  and  spirit  of  the  Port  Knox  project." 


Groups  of  regular  Army  officers  and  enlisted  men  arc  being  ordered  to 
Pert  Knox  from  time  to  time,  not  only  to  familiarize  th on selves  with  working 
techniques  in  the  event  Congress  adopts  U.Ii.T.  but  also  to  observe  methods  and 
procedures  for  possible  introduction  into  regular  Army  units.

PROVISIONS  FOR  APPOINTMENT  REGULAR  ARMY 
MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  CORPS  OFFICERS 


Provisions  have  been  made  for  the  appointment  of  persons  qualified  for 
commissioned  grades  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  Dental  Corps  of  the  Regular  Army 
from  three  sources  in  addition  to  the  current  Regular  Army  integration 
program*  Appointments  to  either  corps  will  ho  made  in  the  grade  of  first 
lieutenant  with  a  minimum  and  maximum  age  on  date  of  appointment  of  21  to  32 
years*  The  sources  from  which  those  appointments  will  he  made  arc : 

From  persons  who  have  completed  a  one-year  internship  in  an  Army  hospital, 
are  graduates  of  an  approved  medical  or  dental  school,  and  arc  rocommcndod  for 
appointment  in  the  Regular  Army  hy  the  intern  hoard  of  tho  hospital  in  which 
the  candidate  served  his  internship* 


From  medical  and  dental  officers  of  the  Officers1  Reserve  Corps,  National 
Guard  of  the  United  States,  and  Army  of  tho  United  States  who  have  domonstr.atod 
their  fitness  to  hold  commissioned  grade  in  the  Medical  Corps  or  Dental  Corjjs 
of  tho  Regular  Amy,  after  having  performed  at  least  one  year  of  continuous 
extended  active  duty  after  Juno  30,  1947,  and  arc  recommended  hy  the  commanding 
officers  under  whom  they  performed  such  active  duty,  are  graduates  of  an 
approved  nodical  or  dental  school,  and,  if  candidates  for  tho  Medical  Corps, 
have  successfully  completed  one  year  *  s  internship  in  an  approved  hospital* 


Direct  appointment  of  any  qualified  person,  military  or  civilian,  who  is 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  nodical  or  dental  school  as  a  result  of  a  competitive 
professional  examination  prepared  and  administered  hy  Tho  Surgeon  General* 
Candidates  for  tho  Medical  Corps  must  successfully  have  completed  one  year’s 
internship  in  an  approved  hospital*

10  April  1947,  Major  General  Forman  T,  Kirk,  The  Surgeon  General,  presented 
the  Bronze  Star  Medal  which  was  awarded  by,,  the  Headquarters,  U.  S,  forces , 
European  Theater,  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Uayno  G.  Brandstadt,  Medical  Corps, 

"for  meritorious  service  in  connection  with  military  operations,  as  Commanding 
Officer,  53rd  General  Hospital,  from  1  August  1944  to  8  May  1945,  Lieutenant 
Colonel  brandstadt  displayed  superior  administrative  and  professional  ability 
in  the  treatment,  care,  and  evacuation  of  "battle  casualties.  His  marked 
leadership  and  exemplary  devotion  to  duty  wore  a  constant  source  of  inspiration 
to  his  patients  and  associates  end  contributed  materially  to  the  morale, 
efficiency,  and  high  standards  attained  by  the  Medical  Department  in  support 
of  operations  against  the  enemy  thereby  reflecting  groat  credit  upon  himself 
and  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States," 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Brandstadt  was  born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  received 
the  degree  of  3, S.  from  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  took  his  degree  in 
medicine  at  Rush  Medical  College.  Since  entering  the  Army  Medical  Corps  in 
1930,  ho  has  completed  the  prescribed  courses  at  the  Army  Medical  School,  the 
Medical  Hold  Service  School,  and  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School,  Since 
July  1946,  ho  has  boon  on  duty  in  the  office  of  The  Surgeon  General,  as  editor 
of  The  Biillot in  of  the  U,  S,  Army  Medical  Department,

ASH3URII 1 S  " THE  PARKS  Of  DEATH"  PUBLISHED  POSTHUMOUSLY 


The  impact  that  disease  had  on  the  whole  course  of  events  in  half  a  world 
is  brought  clearly  into  focus  in  "The  Ranks  of  Death"  a  book  by  Colonel  P,  M, 
Ashburn  published  posthumously  ( Coward-Mo C-ann,  Inc*  $5,00),  Written  as  a 
studious  work,  carefully  documented,  the  story  reads  like  an  absorbing  work 
of  fiction,  full  of  interest  to  a  world  which  has  known  the  power  and  conse¬ 
quences  of  disease  in  war.  Colonel  P,  M,  Ashburn,  the  author  of  this  work, 
entered  the  Army  Medical  Corps  during  the  Spanish  American  War  in  1898,  serving 
during  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  followed  by  two  tours  of  duty  on  the  Board 
for  tho  Study  of  Tropical  Diseases  in  Manila,  once  as  Head  of  the  Board.  Ho 
succeeded  General  Gorgas  in  Panama  and  served  in  China  and  Liberia  as  well  as 
many  parts  of  tho  United  States*  Ho  established  the  Medical  Field  Service 
School  at  Carlisle  Barracks,  Pennsylvania,  and  for  several  years  was  Librarian 
of  tho  Surgeon  General’s  Library  in  Washington,  tho  largest  medical  library  in 
tho  world.  Colonel  Ashburn  was  tho  author  of  "Elements  of  Military  Hygiene" 
still  the  standard  work  in  tho  U,  S,  Army,  and  "A  History  of  tho  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  Army,**  The  manuscript  of  this  book  was  found  .after 
his  death  and  prepared  for  publication  by  his  son,  Frank  D.  ashburn,  founder 
and  headmaster  of  Brooks  School,  Forth  Andover,  Massachusetts.
